URGES BEnER 
APPRECIATION 
OF HOLY WEEK 


“ Put the ‘Eternal’ back into 
Easter is the first thing we can 
do to help people realize the real 
spiritual 
message of the Holy 
Week observance,” 
Dr. 
Harold 
Dunkelberger, head of Gettysburg 
College’s Bible department, told 
the Exchange Club at its dinner 
meeting Tuesday evening in the 
Lamp Post Tea Room. 
Reminding his audience “that 
there is much irrelevant and ir­ 
responsible viewing of Holy Week 
today.” Dr. Dunkelberger asked 
“recognition of its irreplaceability 
in modern life.” 
“Too many people today regard 
Holy Week as something long past 
that doesn’t mean very much to 
them," he said. “There are some 
good things we ought to look back 
on. The past isn’t for disregard 
but for incitement to present day 
action. W’e must recognize that 
Holy Week is an irreplaceable ob­ 
servance that brings the past into 
the present.” 
Dr. Dunkelberger said that there 
is too much of a tendency to a1 
low 
commercialization 
d u rin g 
Easter, “such as we have during 
the Christmas holidays. Capturing 
the buck has become so important 
that it often crowds out all efforts 
to retain the religious features of 
the observances.” 
He commended the merchants 
wrho have tried to stress putting 
“Christ Back in Christmas.” and 
urged club members and tner- 
chants to “try to put Eternal 
back into Easter.” 
“Getting to know the Bible in 
the words of our day of whioh 
the new English translation of the 
New Testament is a good example 
of one important way of doing 
this,” he said.

“Dirty” transients will be sent 
lo the county jail on charges of 
vagrancy, according to a discus­ 
sion between borough and county 
authorities at the county commis­ 
sioners* meeting this morning at 
the courthouse. 
At the same time, the county 
and borough will seek to work 
out a system whereby the “dirty” 
transients can be handled without 
putting the county to the expense 
of paying costs involved when a 
charge such as vagrancy or dis­ 
turbing the peace is brought. 
Chief of Police Jack Bartlett; 
Mrs. Verna Myers, Department of 
Public Assistance director, and 
Burgess Wilbur L. Plank met with 
the commissioners this morning 
to work out a system for handling 
the impoverished transients who 
cannot be helped otherwise. 
ONE D IED RECEN TLY 
The former “bum house” at the 
county home took care of the 
dirty transient problem for a long 
time. The borough more recently 
has been either making arrange­ 
ments with Julius Swope to have 
the “ knight of the road” sleep 
in the boiler* room at Swope's 
Service Station or permitting them 
to sleep in the boiler room at the 
engine house. 
Death of one of the transients 
•bolk a week ago apparently led 
to a decision to seek a new solo 
tion to the problem. Bartlett, as 
welfare secretary for the Salva 
tion Army locally, is able to pro­ 
vide quarters overnight through 
Salvation Army funds for those 
“presentable enough.” 
Mrs. Myers and Bartlett were 
agreed there are “three or four 
a month” who are too dirty to be 
acceptable by any hotel or lodg 
mg house. Those were the ones 
who slept in the engine house or 
at Swope's until recently.

without an anti-missile defense for 
at least five more years. 
However, there’s still a chance 
that congressional supporters of 
the Nike Zeus may get some pro­ 
duction money into the defense 
appropriations bill this year. 
The

strong rooters on Capitol Hill. One 
of them, Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
D-S.C., said, “We have already 
lost too much valuable lead time 
m er the Communists in develop­ 
ment and production of this im­ 
portant weapons system .”

Omission of any Nike Zeus pro­ 
duction funds from the revised de­ 
fense budget 
Kennedy sent to 
Congress Tuesday 
came as

computer parts.

Kennedy Asks Insurance 
Of 25-Year Home Loans In 
$3.2 Billion House Bill 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy today proposed gov­ 
ernm ent 
insurance 
of 
25-year 
home loans as a new way of re­ 
building rundown 
neighborhoods 
without federal handouts. 
This was the surprise item in 
$3.2-billion housing bill which 
Kennedy sent to Congress. 
Also called for were step-ups in 
low-cost public housing, urban re­ 
newal and housing for the elderly, 
plus experimental 40-year, non­ 
downpayment FHA mortgages for 
families of moderate income. 
Most of the items were spelled 
out in Kennedy’s special housing 
message to Congress on M ardi 9. 
However, only a vague hint was 
given them of the far-reaching 
character of the improvement loan 
proposal. 
6 P ER CENT IN TEREST 
The 25-year loan would carry a 
maximum interest rate of 6 per 
cent and could total up to $10,000 


per family living unit. Present 
improvement loans insured by the 
Federal 
Housing Administration 
run for only five years, carry a 
rate of 9.4 per cent and are sub­ 
ject to $3,500 ceiling. 
Improvement funds could be ad­ 
vanced in the form of first or sec 
ond mortgages or other types of 
loans and would be available in 
all sections, although basic term* 
would be the same everywhere 
Officials are hopeful that If Con­ 
gress approves, the program will 
become the major weapon in at­ 
tacking urban blight, without fed­ 
eral subsidy. 
Housing Administrator 
Robert 
C. Weaver, in a memo to Ken­ 
nedy, said: “ We sorely lack today 
the financing devices that are 
needed to support and encourage 
the upgrading of good homes and 
neighborhoods to preserve our ci­ 
ties and protect the living stand­ 
ard* of our people.”

more than 40 years of milk haul­ 
ing for Associate Judge Earl W. 
Guise. 
Now operator of a farm imple­ 
ment business along the Harris­ 
burg Rd. north of here, Judge 
Guise traces his involvement in 
milk handling back to March 15, 
1921. 
At that time he was in the dairy 
business with a herd of cattle 
w'hose product went by wagon 
driven by Guise himself to Big­ 
lerville. Four farmers who lived 
along the road between Guise’s 
farm and Biglerville asked him 
to haul their milk as well. He 
began that service, chiefly as a 
convenience 
to 
the 
neighbors, 
March 15, 1921, and for the next 
four years he handled "maybe 
20 85-pound cans" of milk a day 
with his horse and open wagon. 
HAD 20-FARM ROUTE 
By that time he decided that the 
business of hauling milk from the 
farm to the milk station was a 
business that could be furthered 
explored. So he bought a truck 
and began seeking additional cus­ 
tomers. 
Guise recalls 
that when 
he 
started hauling for the neighbors 
"you found the milk cans any­ 
where you could find them. Then 
they began to put in milk houses 
and you had a regular place 
to pick up the milk.” 
Up to about ten years ago all 
of the milk was hauled in open 
stake bodied trucks. Then he pat 
in 
a 
closed 
truck, 
when 
he 
changed his route from a termi­ 
nus at Biglerville to a terminus at 
York Springs. At the same time 
he added another truck to the 
route. 
At one time Guise had more 
than 20 farms from which he se­ 
cured milk daily. 
CHANGEOVER CAME 
Then began the changeover to 
hulk tanks on the farm and do­ 
wery of the milk directly from the 
fagm bulk tank to a tank truck. 
March 31, when Guise plans to 
retire from milk hauling, he will 
have four customers remaining— 
all small herds.All the other farms 
have turned to tanks. One of the 
most recent was the Clarence 
Keller farm where Guise hauled 
milk for both Clarence and his 
father, Ludwig Keller, before him. 
At the farm of Francis Miller, 
near Table Rock, ranks are being 
put in. Guise hauled there for 20 
years, first for George Wagner 
and more recently for Miller. 
'T IM E TO R E T IR E " 
With the route glowing longer 
each year—now the trip is to 


Springs—and with the great num­ 
ber of farmers turning to tank 
handling of their milk, Guise 
thinks it’s time "us old ones re­ 
tired all together.’ 
He bas another reason. Be­ 
sides hauling "enough milk to 
float the county,” he also during 
the 40 years "shoveled about as 
much snow as I care to shovel 
in getting in to the farms during 
winter seasons.

SEEK POLARIS 
MISSILE WITH 
LONGER RANGE 


WASHINGTON (A P'-H e re ’s a 
brief rundown on the Navy’s Po­ 
laris and the Air Force’s Minute­ 
man missile systems discussed by 
President Kennedy Tuesday in his 
military message to Congress: 
The Polaris submarine, atomic- 
powered and capable of deep div­ 
ing and prolonged submergence, 
carries 16 Polaris rockets. The 
present model missile has a range 
of about 1.200 miles, carries a 
thermonuclear warhead. 
The Polaris Ii launched while 
the submarine is submerged. Its 
rocket engine ignites upon reach­ 
ing the surface. Kennedy wants 
to expedite perfection of a Po­ 
laris 
missile 
with 
2,500-mile 
range, 
The Minuteman missile, like the 
Polaris, uses solid fuel instead of 
the harder-to-handle liquid of big­ 
ger rocket engines. It Is designed 
primarily for launching from un­ 
derground silos protected against 
enemy attack. 
The Air Force has proposed to 
mount Minutemen on trains, mov­ 
ing them about to make it more 
difficult for an enemy to spot 
them. 
But Kennedy today pro­ 
posed that plan be deferred for 
a time, concentrating instead on 
getting more Minutemen for per­ 
manent launching sites. 
The bigger Minuteman has a 
substantially longer range, about 
5.000 miles, and carries a nuclear 
warhead 


Many Executives Declare 
Appearance Helped Get Job

(AP)—If you’re 
hoping for a step up the executive 
ladder, choose that new spring 
suit with care. 
A gaggle of corporate chiefs say 
that 
personal 
appearance 
and 
grooming are the first things they 
note about a job applicant. 
More than half of 88 executives 
from many different 
industries 
baring their souls on the m atter 
concede appearance had a good 
deal to do with their own success. 
And nearly half admit their wives 
have a role. big or little, in the 
selection of their clothes. 
Almost all deny that the status 
symbols of big car. big house or 
big expense accounts 
influence 
them when hiring a man for a 
responsible position. 
W ERE SHOES SHINED 
About half find the tendency to­ 
ward standard or uniform clothes 
of the Ivy or banker type de­ 
presses them—but only a handful 
go as far as actually to approve 
of much individuality. 
The 88 were filling out a ques­ 
tionnaire by the American Insti­ 
tute of Men s and Boys’ Wear on 
the part grooming plays in land­ 
ing and holding a top job. The 
institute’s survey isn’t exactly dis­ 
interested, s i n c e the institute 
preaches dressing right to get1 


ahead. 
But the minority report has 
such features as these: 
Seven 
prize most the facial expression, 
while three look first at the eyes 
and hands, two watch for alert­ 
ness, and seven for poise. Others 
list a healthy look, modesty, size, 
age, and if the applicant's shoes 
are shined. 
SLOPPY SOCKS, SHOES 
Most of the 88 are outspoken 
about what they don’t like when 
a top job seeker is ushered into 
their office — clashing colors, 
sloppy socks, scuffed shoes, bad 
or overdue haircuts, unpressed 
pants, 
ill-fitting suits, extreme 
styles, carelessly knotted neckties, 
rundown heels. 
Two-thirds 
of 
the executives 
are convinced that management 
makes a better appearance today 
than the bosses of yesteryear. 
Forty-seven of the 88 state flat­ 
ly their wives don’t influence the 
selection of their clothes. But one 
says “she tries desperately” and 
another says both his wife and 
daughter are in there pitching. A 
third says his wifes “approach 
is very subtle.” 
LAUDS MOTHER'S TRAINING 
One of the stalw arts says if he 
followed his wife s suggestions he 
would look like a rose. Another 
avows he got good training from 


his mother and need* none from 
his wife. 
One among those who have 
thrown in the sponge asks: “Do 
you argue with YOUR wife?” 
The head of a machine tool 
company says, “She doesn't in­ 
fluent my selection as much as 
I do hers; her clothes must meet 
my approval ” 
In fact, 25 assert they influence 
their wife’s choice of her own 
apparel. 
Only 23 of the 88 think the other 
executives 
in 
their 
company 
would welcome expert advice on 
how to dress. One dismisses the 
subject 
this 
way: 
“Today 
we 
have too 
much expert 
advice 
given to others.” 
One comment harking back to 
other days on the national scene: 
"A vicuna coat will always get 
attention and comments.” 
And one dissenter to the whole 
idea of overrating personal ap­ 
pearance says, "Clothes do not 
the man make, certainly not for 
top 
management. 
It 
probably 
helps clerks, bar flies, and those 
who 
must 
keep 
up 
with 
the 
Joneses, generally at others’ ex­ 
pense.”

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DOG OWNERS 
RESPONSIBLE, 
COURT RULES 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court has 
ruled that the owner of a dog 
should be made to pay damages to 
any person 
the dog injures—no 
matter whether the injury was 
caused in a spirit of tail-wagging 
friendliness or sheer orneriness. 
In another case. Tuesday, the 
court in a 4-3 decision affirmed a 
lower court ruling which directed 
a Philadelphia detective to pay 
$4,000 for an allegedly unlawful ar­ 
rest in a malicious prosecution 
suit. 


The Supreme Court, by a 5-2 de­ 
cision in the dog ruling, restored 
a $17,000 damage verdict awarded 
to Mrs. Bertha Groner, 76. in 1959 
by a Chester County jury and 
then revoked by trial judge Sam­ 
uel Lichtenfield. 


TWO D ISSEN T ED 
Mrs. Groner, who is 5-2 and 
weighs IOO pounds, was hired as 
a housekeeper by Frank W. Her- 
drick of nearby West Chester. She 
also was to look after her em­ 
ployer’s elderly mother-in-law and 
the family dog, a great Dane, 
friendly 
but 
frisky. 
The 
dog 
romped up to her and knocked her 
down one day. She suffered a 
broken hip and arm. 
In the majority opinion Justice 
Curtis Bok said he could find no 
case in Pennsylvania in which 
harm by tame or domesticated an­ 
imals resulted from "excessive af­ 
fection.” 
Hie daunter* were Justices 
John C. Bell Jr., and Herbert B 
Cohen. 
Writing the minority opinion. 
Judge Bell said that he and the 
majority agree that "a dog is a 
man's best friend; after that we 
p art” 
In the 4-3 split over how 
when a police officer can make 
an arrest, Stephen S. Neczypor 
won the verdict He claimed that 
Joseph Jacobs, the detective, had 
improperly arrested him in 1955 on 
a drunk driving charge. After be­ 
ing acquitted Neczypor brought 
civil adion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The cool 
wind blowing toward the hot Lao­ 
tian jungles—the Russians are 
talking peace—will be in line with 
an international habit if peace 
really comes. 
In every major U.S.-Communist 
crisis since World War II, when 
one side got tough and the other 
got tough or tougher, one of them 
stopped short of that next step 
which w’ould have meant world 
war. 
It happened in Greece and Tur­ 
key, with Berlin, with Korea, with 
Hungary, with Lebanon and with 
Formosa. 
President Kennedy, fed up with 
the increasingly successful efforts 
of the Soviet-backed rebels in 
Laos to take over the country’, 
called on Russia to back down 
and arrange a cease-fire. 
Monday Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, contrary to his 
unsmiling custom, came away 
smiling from a talk with Kennedy 
and said the Russians wanted a 
cease fire, too. and an interna­ 
tional conference on Laos. 
He left oiK a key factor; When? 
The longer the Russians stall on 
a cease fire, the more time the 
Reds have for taking over more 
of Laos. But Gromyko seemed to 
be saying “hold your horses” to 
the President. 
Kennedy has managed to con­ 
vey the idea to the Russians (hat 
he won’t wait indefinitely for a 
cease-fire before taking action. 
DONT PUSH LUCK 
The Russians tried their luck in 
Laos—and did pretty well since 
the rebels now hold a good chunk 
of the country—but apparently in 
the face of Kennedy’s determina­ 
tion don't want to push their luck 
too hard. 
After World War II Stalin put 
the heat on Greece and Turkey. 
Then President Truman stepped 
in, proclaimed the so-called Tru­ 
man Doctrine, promised aid to the 
two countries, and Russia backed 
off. 
The next test came in 1948 when 
Stalin tried to grab off Berlin by 
stopping all Western supplies for 
it. Truman had a choice: Let the 
city go or send in supplies. 
He sent in supplies with tha fa­ 
mous airlift. He took a chance. 
If the Russians had started shoot­ 
ing down the planes, there would 
have been war. But the Russians 
didn t. They gave up the block­ 
ade. 
Korea was next in 1950 when 
the Red-backed North Koreans 
tried for the whole country. Again 
Truman stepped in. But when 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur got too

When a person is angry, depress­ 
ed, or bitter, he is involved in an 
emotional situation. As he thinks 
about himself, he realizes how 
constantly he lives with and is 
influenced by emotions. 
A child, too, is confronted daily 
and hourly by situations tinged 
with emotions. An adult may feel 
a child’s emotions will just blow 
over and are not important. A 
child, however, needs help in 
learning to live with and utilize 
emotions in constructive ways. 
HAS MANY FEELINGS 
It isn’t hard for a parent to see 
his child has many feelings. A 
child can be happy, angry, or un­ 
happy within a short period of 
time and he does have emotional 
problems. 
His small being is 
filled with the same misery, panic 
and anger as an adult’s. A child's 
emotonal problems deserve the 
same consideration and under- 
tanding that an adult’s problems 
receive.

Liver and liverwurst art 
superior sources of vitamin A. 
The best sources (rf vitamin C are 
citrus fruits and juices and broc­ 
coli. Fair sources are cabbage, 
mustard greens and green pep­ 
per. 
Nutrients in good foods offer 
more mileage than nutrients in 
vitamin pills. Nature has com­ 
bined the nutrients that work 
well together into her foods, and 
the best way to get these nutri­ 
ents is to eat a variety of foods 
each day.
